I would like to take up the story 
of these fascinating issues where it 
was left off by W. C. Gordon of 
Horseshoe Bay, B.C., and his work 
on the subject published by the 
Stanley Stamp Co. I will assume 
the readers have seen and read this 
article and I will attempt to fill in 
what few pertinent details I have 
been able to pick up over a fairly 
intensive chase in the past two years. 
L have had the opportunity to study 
a great many of these stamps. 


(1) The Place—Office Of 


Assistant Receiver General 

The use of these stamps in the 
offices of the various Assistant Re- 
ceiver Generals across Canada now 
seems to be well established and 
verified. The list was Victoria, Cal- 
gary, Regina, Winnipeg, ‘Toronto, 
Montreal, Halifax, Saint John, and 
Charlottetown—one office for each 
province. I think that these stamps 
would be used on all mail emanating 
from these offices and this would 
primarily account for the use of the 
low values (l1c-3c) to make up rates 
for ordinary first class letters. 

Now in addition to this these 
stamps were used at the Receiver 
General’s Office in Ottawa, but 
since they had free franking pri- 
vileges on ordinary mail, these 
stamps would presumably be used 
only on parcels, registered, special 
delivery or air mail. Thus this 
might account for the main use of 


the higher values of the regular 
series and the airmail and special 


delivery stamps. 





(2) The Beginninge—May 1923 

While general agreement seems to 
be forthcoming that the 5 holo 
machine was first used sometime in 
May 1923 (the actual date of Pur- 
chase is verified from the records 
of suppliers B. F. Cummins Co, 
Chicago), this does not mean that 
stamps issued prior to this date 
were not perforated. I think the 
premise can be accepted that various 
stocks on hand at the time would be 
utilized (knowing the frugality of

the government departments of this 
time). 

It is quite probable that stocks of 
the original colours of the 1912 issue 
would still be on hand and L have no 
doubt a few of these were included 
in the first lots put through the 
machine. Thus the existence of 104, 
106, 111, and 116 is quite reasonable 
even though they had been replaced 
by new colours befere 1923. They 
appear to be very elusive however. 

One of the covers I obtained some 
of this Ottawa material from, was 
addressed to the London Trade Com- 
missioner and had a 10e 1928 plus 
3c 1927 Comm. to make up the regis- 
tered rate. Presumably, this could 
have been sent registered by pre- 
payment of the 10e rate only—the 
sc not being necessary as the Free 
Franking privilege would suffice 
here. (A side light here you might 
find amusing:—The chap in Eng- 
land, I contacted soaked these 
stamps off cover plus some others, 
because it would have made this 
letter too heavy to send airmail. 
Thus I had to write later to try to 
cbtain the covers from which these 
stamps had been soaked. He had, 
of course, destroyed them. Luckily, 
the post marks were centered on the 
stamps themselves and quite read- 
able.) The machine was with Cur- 
rency Branch of the Department of 
Finance in Ottawa. 





(3) The Evolution May 1923 
March 1935 

During this period I think every 
stamp issued from 1912 to 1935, 
from 104 to 210 was put through 
this machine in varying quantities 
depending upon how the demand 
warranted, with the exception of the 
coil stamps, booklet stamps, imperf 
stamps, 1926 surcharges, and War 
Tax issues. 

Now it is possible that all these 
issues will not turn up since so many 
of these perforated initials were 
treated as damaged stamps and des- 
troyed. Also the items that have 
not turned up or seem exceedingly 
scarce are the ones that would nor- 
mally be used only to destinations

outside the country (like the Ae, Se, 
12c, 13c, values) and because of this 
may have been lost or destroyed. 

The 10c values seem to be common- 
est ones used, probably on parcels, 
registered, and special delivery mail, 
followed by the 2c value before the 
first class rate changed, and then 
the Ze value. 

After that there seems to come 
the 5e value, again, probably for 
parcels and foreign mail when the 
rate changed, 2c values after rate 
change or first class mail, and final- 
ly the le values. It seems that the 
20c values follow in here followed 
by the 50c and $1—and then the 
much more elusive Ae, 8c, 12c and 
138c values and including the 7c of 
the Admiral issue. The notable ex- 
ception seems to be in the 1928 
Arch issue where the 3c value is ex- 
tremely scarce because of its short 
use on first class, and the 20c which 
seems scarcer than the 50c or $1. 

Then the first colours of the Ad- 
miral (except 3c brown) issue le 
green, Ze red, 5c blue and 10c purple 
seem to rank as classics in the same 
area as the 4c 8c, 12c and 13c values. 
The Se of the Admiral issue should 
be excluded here as it is definitely 
much cemmoner than the other Se 
that appeared later. All the Com- 
memoratives appear very scarce and 
this is probably due, of course, to 
their limited time of use and coup- 
led with this collectors seem to be 
willing to pay much more for these 
than for some of the regular values 
which are much more elusive. 





(4) The Vacuum—March 11, 1935 
July 1, 1939 


During this period we are led to 
belive that no perforated stamps 
were used. Now I wonder if what 
was meant was that the machine 
was not used to perforate stamps 
during this period. Was there an 
edict sent out to these various of- 
fiees telling them to discontinue use 
of these perforated stamps? And if 
so, how closely did they obey it? 

It is possible that this might have 
been the period when a few of the 
earlier mint copies came into pri- 
vate hands from stocks on hand at 
these offices. 

Was the perforating discontinued 
during this period or were there 


some stocks perforated and held at 
Ottawa? Also did the main office in 
Ottawa discontinue using these 
stamps or continue on, even if dis- 
trict offices were told not to? All 
these questions I have not been able 
to obtain satisfactory answers to 
to-date, but decide to finish the ar- 
ticle anyway rather than hold up 
any longer, in the hope that someone 
can come torward with the answers 
to these problems. 

I| learn from the firm that supplied 
the machine to the government that 
ihey had been informed it was wear- 


ing out (some of the needles had 
pieces broken off them etec., which 
accounts for many of the missing 


holes—the famous missing hole in 
the “s” occurred from the beginning 
as the needle on one of the 10 dies 
was broken—giving a constant var- 
iety on one stamp in ten), and in- 
quiries were made as to purchase of 
an automatic one. During this inter- 
im period before authority was 
transferred over to the post office 
department it might have been that 
small quantities of the 1935 S. Jubil- 
ee issue and 1935 Regular Geo. V 
issue were perforated. 

The fact that Ist day covers of 
the Royal Visit (15 May ’39) exist 
point up the fact that obviously 
some stamps were perforated and 
used during this period. 








(5) The Renascence—1 July 1939 


All the various government de- 
partments (not just those of the Re- 
ceiver General) were requested to 
send in their stock to the Post Of- 
fice at Ottawa for perforating. <A 
new machine had been ordered (from 
Cummins again) and it was expected 
to utilize this, (which turned out to 
produce the so called 4 hole perfs). 
However, there was a delay in deliv- 
ery and the old 5 hole perf machine 
was borrowed from the Financial 
Department for the post office to 
use temporarily. Stocks on hand at 
the various government departments 
evidently included some of the 1935 
Silver Jubilee Commem. issue, and I 
would suspect probably odds and 
ends of earlier issues also, as well 
as the then current Geo. VI issue.

HAS COLLECTED MANY RARE 
AND UNUSUAL STAMPS 





(From Pembroke Bulletin) 


In some hobbies it is patience and 
perserverence over the years that 
brings success in the end, and stamp 
collecting is one of these. Judge 
John T. Muleahy began collecting 
stamps at the age of 12. With the 
exception of a few interruptions, he 
has been improving his collection 
ever since. 

At first, he said, he started out in 
the usual manner, accumulating all 
the stamps he could get from all 
the countries in the world, being at- 
tracted particularly by stamps print- 
ed in beautiful shades. It was a 
keen disappointment to him a little 
later on to find that most of these 
were worth next to nothing. 

He soon began to specialize how- 
ever, so that before he started to 
university he had stamp correspond- 


ents from Jamaica, Bahamas, the 
United States, New Zealand, Aus- 
tralia and South Africa. Keeping 


presentations in circulation between 
all these correspondents required a 
lot of time and work which he could 
not afford to spare once he became 
a law student. 

Of recent years Judge Mulcahy 
has been concentrating on Canadian 
and Commonwealth stamps. He sold 
his European collection years ago 
and later on disposed of his United 
States one. 

In his Canadian group he has a 
good selection of pre-confederation 
stamps, the earliest being his three 
penny beavers issued by Upper Can- 
ada on April 27, 1851, of which he 
has two from letters posted in Tor- 
onto on May 1 of that year. 

Queen Victoria Stamps 

Another group he values greatly 
include the ones in his Queen Vic- 
toria Jubilee issue from 1897, which 
are currently worth $195 for a com- 
plete set. 

He also has several business let- 
ters written in the 1850’s and 60’s 
before envelopes came into use, 
when correspondence was folded in 
a complicated manner, sealed with 
a wafer of wax and the stamp and 
address on the outside. Most in- 
teresting of all are his three letters 
of this type written by William Lyon 
Mackenzie to Judge Mulcahy’s 


grandfather who was postmaster at 
2ichmond Hill. The late Prime 
Minister, W. L. M. King had been 
very anxious to acquire these docu- 
ments written by his grandfather, 
but Judge Mulcahy declined to part 
with them. 

“They have the same sentimental 
value to me that they have to you,” 
he explained to him. 

Instead he had a set of copies of 
them prepared for the prime minis- 
ter, , 

Bill stamps, used for promisory 
notes and drafts in the old days and 
legal stamps are well represented 
in his collection, more so because of 
their interest to him in his profes- 
sion, than for their actual value as 
collecters items. Many of his regu- 
lar postal stamps bear the old-fash- 
ioned cancellation device used in the 
1860’s, and 70’s when each important 
post office had its own number. 
Cornwall’s mark, for instance, was 
the number 40, placed beside a two- 
ringed cancellation design. 

Valuable Collection 


In his Cemmonwealth collection 
his South African stamps issued be- 
fore the Boer War are among the 
most valuable. Nearly all of these 
were sent to him by one of his cor- 
respondents, J. R. Pinkney, of Pieter- 
maritzburg, Natal, while the war 
was still in progress and the British 
troops in occupation. Therefore he 
can be sure that his stamps bearing 


British overprints are all genuine, 
rather than imitations manufactur- 


ed in later years. 

From South Africa too come his 
only pair of tetebeche stamps, a pair 
of stamps in a horizontal trip which 
are upside down in relation to one 
another. Many triangular stamps, 
peculiar to the Cape of Good Hope in 
its early days are included in his 
collection. 

One of the disappointments in his 
collecting career came not long after 
he began to take a serious interest 
in stamps. In looking through a 
box of old newspapers belonging to 
his grandfather, he came across part 
of a two-penny green Tasmanian 
stamp of 1856. These stamps were 
quite scarce, even then, so that his 
irritation was intensified on finding 
that the other half of the stamp had 
been thrown away with the wrapper. 

In another rare item he possesses, 
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he was more fortunate. The circular 
letter put out by a committee in Port 
of Spain, Trinidad, on Sept. 18, 1914, 
to raise funds for the Red Cross in 
England had a semi-postal Red Cross 
stamp attached in a one fraction 
(half penny) denomination and this 
stamp was good for that day only. 

“It isn’t the stamp itself that is 
so scarce, but it is hard to find one 
postmarked Sept. 18th,” he said. 

Judge Muleahy’s collection of Eng- 
lish stamps covers a wide range also, 
from the famous “penny blacks” 
which first came out in 1840 through 
the Victorian era and up to the pres- 
ent reign.

SCOTT’S 1955 VOL. I CATALOGUE 





Conservative price raises for many 
United States issues and generous 
upward increases for some earlier 
British Colonial stamps are note- 
worthy features of the new 867-page 
Volume I of Scott’s 1955 Standard 
Postage Stamp Catalogue, which has 
just been published by Scott Publica- 
tions at $4. Volume I, as every col- 
lector knows, covers the United States 
and other American nations, plus the 
British Commonwealth. 

Newfoundland No. 50 has been de- 
leted. This is the 3c “deep blue” of 
1896 picturing the elderly Victoria. 
The deletion is actually a merger with 
No. 49 (3c blue), to avoid confusion. 

A few major numbers have been re- 
duced to minors. Examples of this 
are British East Africa No. 60 and 61, 
unissued stamps which are now listed 
as minor varieties of No. 59, the 219 
overprint. 


Prexy $1 Error Priced 


As usual, the greatest interest in 
a new Scott Catalogue lies in the 
prices. Hundreds of changes, mostly 
upward, have been made in the United 
States section. The $1 Presidential 
error with USIR watermark (#832b) 
is priced for the first time at $37.50 
unused and $8.50 used. And the 
“DOLLAR” error of the $1.60 4/5 
wine stamp (No.RE199a) is now pric- 
ed at $12.50, compared with 10 cents 
for the normal stamp. 

In Confederate States, two pro- 
visiona] postmaster’s envelopes of 
Griffin, Ga., have been added for the 
first time—No.102XU1-2, priced at 
$60 each, used. The unissued Ic 


orange, Confederate States No. 14, 
jumps from $4.50 to $7.50. 
Increases For Older Canada 

Canada prices have been liberally 
increased in 19th century issues. No. 
7. the 10p blue Cartier, goes from 
$400 unused and $70 used, to $450 and 
$75. The %p rose of 1857, No. 8, 
jumps from $60 and $30 to $75 and 
$35. And No. 40, the 10c dull rose 
lilac of 1877, which was formerly 
$13.50 and $3, is now $16 and $4. 

Practically all values of Canada’s 
1897 Jubilee set have been raised. And 
No. 027, the $1 bright ultramarine 
with “G” overprint, has leaped from 
$2.25 unused or used, to $6 either 
way. 

The early issues of Cape of Good 
Hope show some notable increases. 


The 4p Woodblock (No. 9), used, 
has exactly doubled, going from 


$50 to $100! And No. 7, the ip Wood- 
block, has moved up from $750 un- 
used and $125 to $850 and $175.

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RAMBLING GOSSIP 
By Mufti 


News of the death of Mr. Theodore 
Champion the well known dealer of 
Paris will be regretted by all who 
knew him, he was always held in 
high esteem by collectors and dealers 
everywhere. I had the pleasure of 
meeting him many years ago, he was 
without question an outstanding 
figure in the philatelic world, his 
knowledge of philately in general 
was remarkable. At one time he ser- 
vice several Canadian firms with 
supplies, and also sent many selec- 
tions to collectors here. The quality of 
stamps he supplied was always of 
the best. 

Those who enthuse about hunting 
for varieties should derive some en- 
joyment in studying the 20 illustra- 
tions in the September Gibbons 
monthly showing the many flaws in 
the 214d. U.P.U. issue of Great Bri- 
tain. The article is by Mr. A. A. Whit- 
worth and is well worth while keeping 
for reference. 

In Scott’s monthly journal for 
Sept.-Oct. various changes in cata- 
log numbers are listed. If collectors 
record these now, it would avoid con- 
fusion when submitting want lists to 
their friends or dealers. 

In the early October issue of “SC” 
Fyndhem makes some lengthy ref- 
erence to our dollar issues and lays 
particular stress upon the 1946 dollar 
Ferry of which apparently the supply 
in Gt. Britain is at present not large. 
He suggests the Geo. 5th and Geo. 6th 
issues are due for another rise short- 
ly, and emphasises the continued pop- 
ularity of our stamps over there. It 
is gratifying to know our issues are 
in such demand overseas. 

South-west Africa promises us an 
interesting set of pictorials to be re- 
leased in mid-November. Many top- 
ical collectors will gather together 
this issue of animal life and native 
people which will make a welcome 
change in the pages of many albums. 

Thefts during the A.P.S. conven- 
tion at San Francisco which were 
valued at $15,000 from frames cover- 
ed with cellophane, will not enhance 
the use of this type of protection in 
future exhibits. The stamps stolen 
were all very rare U.S.A. issues and 
owned by Mr. Barrett G. Hindes. Al- 
though fully covered by insurance it 


is the loss of the rarities which can- 
not be replaced which will be felt 
keenly. The culprits will find the 
stamps of little value to them and an 
attempted disposal will land them in- 
to police hands quickly. 

The late Alfred F. Lichenstein’s 
collection of 20th century Canada is 
to be auctioned early in November by 
H. R. Harmer and Co. of New York. 
Features of the sale will be the 1897 
Jubilee issues in complete blocks of 
four and a pane of fifty of the scarce 
8c registered, the latter no doubt will 
sell for a huge figure. 

New high denominations for Great 
Britain consisting of 2/6 5/- 10/- and 
20/- are to be released during Novem- 
ber, these stamps will be overprinted 
for the agencies, From information 
received it is understood they are to 
be large size pictorials which will 
feature some of Great Britain’s fa- 
mous building's.

W. R. ADAMS PASSES 


A link with the past was severed 
with the passing away of William 
Robert Adams of Toronto in late 
September, after a long illness. He 
was in his 83rd year and had been a 
stamp dealer for 65 years. Many 
will remember him when he had a 
shop on Yonge St., Toronto, and in 
later years he ran a stamp business 
from his home. 

In his younger years he played a 
part in the stamp literature of the 
past century. In 1897 he published 
a Canadian Revenue Catalog and 
about the same period published the 
Canadian Weekly Stamp News. He 
was also one of the many publishers 
of the Canadian Philatelic Magazine 
after it moved from Halifax to Tor- 
onto. He used a rather striking 
cover for the magazine of a torch of 
learning and the crest of Canada. 

Conscious of a defect in hearing of 
later years he adopted a retiring 
nature and Mrs, Adams was of great 
help in serving customers in the 
store, 

Besides his widow he is survived 
by a son; a sister and two brothers. 
Interment tock place in Mount Pleas- 
ant Cemetery, Toronto.

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JOINT CITIES STAMP SHOW

Second annual stamp show, staged 
jointly by the Philatelic Society of 
Calgary and the Edmonton Stamp 
Collectors Club at Red Deer not only 
aroused new interest in the hobby 
but was responsible for starting a 
new club. At a separate room meet- 
ing while the show progressed ten 
residents of Red Deer and district 
met with the joint executive and de- 
cided to form a club. D. G. Gressman 
was named secretary pro tem of the 
new club and an early meeting to 
elect officers was planned. 

During the afternoon the public 
showing ef stamps attracted a num- 
ber of visitors and numerous juniors. 
The show was non-competitive. Fifty, 
including lady members and wives of 
members from the visiting clubs, sat 
down to a turkey dinner at which E. 
C. Powell of Edmonton gave an in- 
teresting address on ‘Philatelic 
Firsts.”

LETTER TO THE EDITOR 


Dear Mr. McCready: 


I note that in your September 
Popular Stamps a couple of your 
correspondents, Mr. Chas. O. Dunn, 
and J. S. Martin, take issue with the 
article in the June issue of P.S. It 
would appear that they either did 
not read it carefully or did not un- 
derstand it. 

The misaligned stamp I cited as 
an example was Scott No. 298 or No. 


309. The ones to which Mr. Dunn 
refers, No. 239, No. 284, and No. 
296 would naturally be different, 
each with it’s own characteristic 


alignment, and may indeed be as he 
states. I suggest he will find that 
the distinctive alignment of each, 
whether up or down or perfect is 
uniform throughout the entire roll, 
and such uniformity cannot depend 
on a shifting of the paper in print- 
ing. 

Mr. Martin likely refers to No. 
309, not No. 305, and mentions hav- 
ing examples of the misalignments 
in both directions. This is very in- 
teresting but does not by any means 
refute anything in the article in the 
June P.S., for he admits that there 
is no assurance that both came from 
the same roll. All the evidence is 
that they did not. 

I did not say that the misalign- 
ment did not exist in both directions 
of that stamp. I said that I did not 
know of any instance of it. It could 
cecur by readjusting the plate in the 
press or installing a new plate, as 
mentioned in that article. What I 
do say, and repeat, is that within 
each roll, that distinctive alignment 
will be found uniform in the same 
stamp, in the same direction, and to 
the same degree, in roll after roll. 
The only way to “refute” this would 
be to locate unbroken strips or rolls 
showing the misalignment in both 
directions. In my opinion such does 
not exist but it’s something the coil 
“experts” can watch for.

The collecting of Canadian stamps 
has reached an all time high. More 
eollectors now collect Canadian 
stamps than ever before, both as a 


specialty and as a sideline. Canada 
is a very popular country among 
U.S.A. and foreign collectors. 

What has made this country so 
popular? All Canada’s issues with 
very few exceptions, are of the finest 
design. The engraving is second to 
none among stamp issuing countries. 
The Alexander Graham Bell com- 
memorative, Scott No. 247 was voted 
fourth best in the world. Canadian 
issues are for just causes only, and in 
addition they do not flood the phila- 
telic field with collectors items only. 
Regardless of pressure put on by out- 
side groups, the Post Office De- 
partment stands firm on its stamp 
issues, and most issues are kept 
secret until a reasonable time before 
issue, Added publicity by news- 
papers as well as philatelic maga- 
zines add to the popularity of each 
fortheoming issue. The overprinting 
of “OHMS” and “G” on the regular 
issues opened up new interest in 
those stamps that had been perfor- 
ated “OHMS” for years. Matching 
plate blocks in all four positions 
along with proper mounts available 
on the market, added a new sideline 
to Canadian collections. This is pos- 
sible only in very few countries of 
the world. 

How do we know Canadian stamps 
are popular? Look at the many new 
“Canada” albums that have been 
published of late years. Do you 
think publishers are going to time 
and expense and not selling them? 
Before this, Canadian collectors 
used a blank album for their col- 
lection, or the few pages available in 
the general foreign albums. 


These “Canada” albums, with a 
space for every major Canadian 


stamp, are one of the reasons why 
Canadian stamps are popular today. 
Before, they filled in the low values 
and let the higher ones go as there 
usually was no space for them any- 
way in the general foreign albums, 
and in a blank album any arrange- 
ment can be made. Now collectors 
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hate to see those blank spaces in 
their “Canada” albums so they are 
buying those harder to get stamps. 

Philatelic magazines are carrying 
more Canadian stamp offers than 
ever before. Do you think these ad- 
vertisers are spending money for 
space and not selling stamps? Many 
philatelic magazines, and even daily 
newspapers are carrying ads by 
dealers wanting to buy Canadian 
material in any form. Do you think 
they would be stocking up on Can- 
ada if they knew the material would 
not sell, or, on the other hand, are 
their own stocks in a sorry state 
caused by the demand? 

Experience gained from ten years 
of exchanging with 78 countries of 
the world and buying and selling 
stamps here in Canada and U.S.A. 
has convinced me that I live in one 
of the most popular stamp issuing 
countries in the Universal Postal 
Union. What do you think? 





SCOTT’S NUMBERS 


Sisson’s latest B.N.A. Catalog, 
which uses Scott’s catalog numbers, 
is able to cover five more denomina- 
tions than the new 1955 Scott’s Vol. 
J. Scotts listings conclude with the 
April 1 Wild Life Stamps and the 
new Queen’s portrait be stamp in 
order to get away to press in time 
for issue of the book in the Fall. 
Sisson’s catalog being printed later 
is able to include the new portrait in 
the 1-2-3-4 and 6c denominations, 
numbered 338 to 243. Sisson’s has 
the 5c as 842 and Scott’s as 341. 
Sisson”s also has the 15¢ Gannet as 
337 and Scott’s as 343. In order of 
sequence of issue the Gannett prop- 
erly is 337 and will likely so appear 
in Scott’s 1956 catalog and thus 
placed will advance the Be from 341 
in Scott’s to 842 as in Sisson’s.

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“The King of Hobbies” 


By Lac. Stanley Lum 


Almost everyone, not a stamp col- 
lector, wonders why people all over 
the world “foolishly” spends so 
much time and money over these lit- 
tle bits of papers (other than for 
postal purposes)! The answer is that 
the accumulating of postage stamps 
is a hobby of a most facinating, edu- 
cational, interesting, relaxing, and 
unique nature—unique in that any- 
one can start collecting stamps with- 
out any initial form of expense, or 
at least very little. One can start at 
any leisure time that is convenient 
and leave it aside as long as he likes. 
The size cf a collection can vary from 
severa] hundred stamps mounted 
haphazardly in a serap book to sev- 
eral hundred volumes beautifully 
mounted and written-up in gold leaf 
albums. The size of the collection is 
entirely dependent upon the indivi- 
dual’s interest and to an extent on 
the pocket book. 


It is a common sight to see a group 


of youngsters together swapping 
stamps. This is a good indication 


that these young people are spend- 
ing their time wisely. It should be 
encouraged, as these same young- 
sters could be spending their time 
doing something else of an adverse 
nature. Stamp collecting thus can, 
indirectly, form a natural guard or 
self-preventive against falling into 
juvenile deliquency. 


Stamps of different countries 
usually depict scenes, buildings, 
famous men, architecture, religion, 


sports, animals, birds, ete., common 
to that country. Stamp collecting 
becomes an excellent means of ac- 
quiring additional information about 
that particular country, especially 
its geography. 

An interesting example is the half 
penny stamp of St. Kitts-Nevis 1905 
issue, which depicts Columbus on 
board his ship—looking for land 
through a telescope. Actually this 
stamp is not nearly as picturesque as 
some of the other commemoratives. 
But it does make one wonder “Where 
on earth did Columbus get the tele- 
scope that he is using, as telescopes 
had not been invented yet!” The fact 
that it is a half penny stamp tells 
us that it is under a British Govern- 


ment. (St. Kitts-Nevis is in the 
West Indies—SE of Puerto Rico. It’s 
area is 152 square miles and has a 
population ef 46,000). 

The late Franklin D. Roosevelt 
made it a point to devote a portion of 
his day, usually an hour or two be- 
fore retiring to reviewing his col- 
lection. Se intensely interested in 
his hobby was he, that by simply 
looking at stamps he found that he 
was completely relaxed. Never once 
did he go to an overseas conference 
without taking several volumes of 
his stamps with him. Simple, yet 
this form of mental relaxation is of- 
ten recommend by doctors to men of 
all professions, especially those that. 
are constantly under great emotional 
strain. 

In addition to being a fascinating 
hobby, it is also a source of invest- 
ment. Certain firms or associations 
and some individuals (those that are 
financially able), purchase large 
quantities of various commemora- 
tive stamps as soon as they are 
issued hoping that at some future 
date these stamps will become scarce. 
The results are not always encour- 
aging. Although many stamps have 
multiplied their original value sever- 
al hundred times. But regardless of 
how small the interest be or how 
much it had jumped to overnight the 
investor is assured that there is no 
depreciation in the original face 
value of these unused stamps. 

An excellent example is the one 
cent Princess Margaret Rose “tear 
drop? variety of the 1935 Canada 
Silver Jubilee Issue. Hundreds of 
these stamps were sold over the post 
office counter for one cent each. 
Shortly after the error was discover- 
ed, this stamp jumped from one cent 
to two dollars. Today the same 
stamp is being sold for five dollars. 

This hobby is most unique in that 
everyone, regardless of sex, age, re- 
ligion, social standing, position, rank 
or race can all come together as 


equals—peaceful men and women 
to exchange stamps and discuss 
philately. If only more men and 


women would thus get together as 
a common group, this world would be 
a much better place in which to live.
